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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

One  case  of  diptheria  Was  notified.  This  Was  an 
admission  to  Hospital  from  an  outside  area , and 
was  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital  Arrangements 
are  made  with  two  Authorities  to  take  any  cases. 

SMALL  POX 

You  are  a portion  of  a Board  administering  a 
Hospital  for  the  above . Vaccination  is  not  so 
popular  With  the  public  as  conscientious  objection. 

DIPTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Leaflets  have  been  published  and  distributed. 
Local  Practitioners  ( there  are  four  at  present  in 
your  area)  have  undertaken  to  do  any  and  you 
have  undertaken  to  pay  for  same  ; the  procedure 
is,  at  present,  more  popular  than  vaccination. 

My  opinion  is  that  parents  are  more  likely  to 
consult  their  own  doctors  for  this  than  they  Would 
do  a fulLtime  medical  official.  Others  have  had 
children  done  privately  ( not  at  the  expense  of 
the  Local  Authority). 

OTHER  MATTERS,  usual  and  unusual. 

It  is  difficult,  on  account  of  security  reasons , to 
specify  any  of  these  and  also  to  give  statistics 
of  population  and  changes  of  same  Normal 
routine  work  w done  as  far  as  possible  under 
existing  conditions.  For  all  practical  purposes 
it  can  be  said  that  the  rule  is  that  the  area  is 
normally  free  from  infectious  diseases . 
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
